“There can be no doubt,” he said

‘Allotment Plan’’ 
For Farm Aid 


ERE'S the ABC of the “voluntary allotment plan” now before 

Congress, newest and most discussed proposal for farm relief. 
It would raise farm prices by the payment of an “adjustment fee”— 
sometimes called a bonus—on crops grown for dumestic consumption, 
the fee being equal to the import tariff charged against similar food- 
stuffs imported from abroad. 


By vote of 60 per cerft of the farms producing a given crop, the. fed- 
eral government would declare the plan operative. The government | 
would then determine the amount of production required for domestic 
needs, and apportion this figure among the states and counties. 
Farmers who joined the plan would agree to reduce their acreage 
proportionately 


for the payment of the “adjustment fee’ would be collected 
government by means of special taxes on food processers. In 
case of wheat, for example, the miller would pay a tax of 42 cents 
a bushel (equal to the tariff) on all the wheat he used. Three cents

The Passing Show

The New Year found me in bed reading a novel 
Companioniess on the cold streets, I went to a 
room in a strange hotel and found company with- 
in the pages of a book. I didn't switch the light 
off till 3 am 

It was Pamela Frankau's delightful story “I Was 
the Man.” It tells in his own words the tragic- 
comedy of a fatuous young man about town in 
London—his debts, his friends, his hopes, his love 
affairs, his conceits and his weak blunderings. 
Highly sophisticated in spots, it leaves rather a 
sweet flavour, though it strips the hero of all his 
strivings. 

We no longer, either in book or play, have the 
ruthless, unconscionable villain or the high-souled 
hero, broad in the back and narrow in the head 
The novelists and playwrights read their Freud 
and Jung and Brill. They pick their characters 
from run-of-mine; they know that men and women 
are mixtures of strange compounding, the base and 
the noble in conflict. I found “I Was the Man” 
highly diverting, the characters talking and acting 
like real people.

Curiosity as to whether Pamela Frankau is the 
young English novelist who recently became the 
third wife of Gilbert Frankau, made me pick the 
book. Gilbert, you will remember, felt it incum- 
bent to write an article for the Daily Express ex- 
Plaining why he was making a third venture, 
against the advice of many good friends, into an 
arena where he had twice failed. 

After reading the book I found that Pamela has 
half a dozen novels to her credit and can’t possibly 
be the lady who joined hands with Gilbert on his 
third attempt at happiness. I felt some regret at 
the discovery. If ability to understand human na- 
ture, to see the humorous side of happenings and to 
sense the springs of action in the male animal can 
fit a young woman to be a successful wife to a 
middle-aged, sensitive author, then Pamela has the 
qualifications for an understanding companion 

It's never safe to assume that any fiction char- 
acter speaks the personal opinions of its creator 
Many readers however will re-echo the opinions 
about money expressed by the middle-aged so- 
phisticate “Dicky” Leaf, K.C.. to the surprised 
young hero. Says Dicky: 

“Money has no intellectual and no human 
Position whatever. To think about money 
and work for money and make a shibboleth 
of money is to be utterly damned... . It's 
nice to have. It's like having a bath—it's 
comforting physically. But compare it with 
other things.” 

“What other things?” asks August 

“Knowledge. Literature. Beauty. 
answers the “Horrid Barrister.” 

After that, you couldn't imagine Pamela com- 
plaining that she can't dress externally on a 
thousand pounds a year. You could always point 
to the cheapness with which—if at all—one can 
lavishly decorate the mind

However the list of clever men and of geniuses 
who have achieved married happiness disproves 
the common idea that marriage with a genius is an 
invitation to disaster.

TREATMENT FOR RHEUMATIC FEVER p 
The death rate for rheumatic fever is very low I 


but it is, nevertheless, a very dangerous disease, ow. 
ing to the vicious nature of the toxemia which, onc: 


generated in sufficient quantity to cause an acut 


crisis, may injure the lining of the heart and ev: 


the brain ‘cells before it can be eliminated. Fy 
this reason, the patient should be put to bed at on 
or at least as soon as the intestines have been tho 


oughly cleansed with one or more enemas. HH: 
should then be placed between woollen blanke: 
and no othér garment other than wool allowed to 
touch the skin. Additional blankets should b¢ 
placed on the bed and pinned down so that, if the 
patient moves, the outside air will not be draw» 
under. This will usually result in a profuse sweat 
ing with a peculiar sour odor, but, if the perspir: 
tion does not become abundant, it may be stimu. 
lated by rubbing the body with a small amount o: 
diluted oil of wintergreen, diluting the wintergree: 
extract with about five parts of olive or corn oi! 

If the joints are very sore, it may be advisable ss 
to produce additional sweating around the joints \ 
by wrapping them with bandages made from lon< 
strips of flannel cloth. These stould be change

Of course, no food of any kind should be given 
as long as there is any fever. One enema daily 
should be given but it should be on a bed-pan 
without the patient being allowed to get out < 
the woollen covers. The sweating treatment should 
be continued as long as nec ry. The first fox 
given should be non-starchy vegetables prepared 
in the form of soup with a very gradual return to 
other foods if the symptoms do not show a return 
fter the rheumatic fever has subsided and the 
temperature is again normal, the patient will find 
himself very weak and in some cases he will be 
unable to support his own weight for a few days 
Exercise should be started cautiously—first in bed 
keeping the patient well covered with woolen bed- 
clothing and woolen garments; however, the ex- 
ercise should not be used as long as there is the 
slightest fever. When the fever has been normal 
for at least twenty-four hours, the patient may be- 
gin taking light exercises and, when he can sup- 
port his own weight, he r take a few steps 
through the rooms of the house, gradually increas- 
ing the distance with long periods of rest in be-
